1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  public  library. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  fire  department. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  police  department.

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REPORT  OF 

THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1960-61 


To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Errol : 

I  herewith  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  Financial  and  statistical  data  are  listed  for  the 
periods  indicated.  Higher  operation  costs  and  increased 
cost  in  supplies  and  services  are  reflected  in  higher  overall 
totals  but  increased  tuition  income  have  kept  these  increases 
to  a  minimum. 

We  were  sorry  to  lose  the  services  of  Mr.  Hanley  but 
were  fortunate  to  get  a  well  trained  replacement  in  Mr. 
Herman  Grogan.  Mrs.  Grogan  teaches  in  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grade  room.  The  program  meets  the  approval  of  the 
State  Department  of  Education. 

The  arrangement  to  accept  the  Upton  children  as  tuition 
students  has  been  found  to  be  mutually  agreeable  and  they 
are  attending  again  this  year.  Tuition  payments  help  in  the 
overall  cost  and  the  increased  enrollment  means  better 
balanced  classes. 

One  of  the  real  services  offered  by  the  school  is  the  hot 
lunch  program.  This  is  conducted  by  Mrs.  lola  Sausville 
and  Mrs.  Margaret  Hawkins.  The  children  benefit  physi- 
cally by  having  the  noon  lunch  and,  no  doubt,  do  better  in 
their  studies. 

The  grade  placement  chart  which  follows  shows  that  our 
enrollment  is  approximately  the  same  as  last  year.  Evidence 
is  that  it  will  continue  about  the  same. 

We  sometimes  forget  that  the  schools  are  officially  in 
charge  of  the  local  school  board.  I  am  sure  that  the  improve- 
ments noticeable  in  the  last  several  years  are  a  direct  result 
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of  the  continued  interest  and  activity  of  your  school  board 
members. 

Thank  you  for  this  opportunity  to  report.
